ONLY HIS 14TH BIRTHDAY 
A Marin Leap Year Baby Celebrates

William A. Robertson of San 
Anselmo will celebrate his 14th 
birthday tomorrow, but he’s 
not expecting a football or bi­ 
cycle for a present. 
Robertson was born in Mill 
Valley in 1908 but Feb. 29. fall­ 
ing as it does only every four 
years, is a thing as rare as suc­ 
cessfully drawing to an inside 
straight in poker. 
A check into files in the 
county recorder’s office, which 
lists Marin births from 1863, 
shows only a dozen Feb. 29 
“Leap Year babies” up to the 
late 
1940s. 
There 
was 
one 


Feb. 29 birth in Marin earlier 
than Robertson’s, that of a boy 
born in Larkspur in 1892, but 
he could not be traced. 
Robertson will observe his 
birthday by dining out with 
his wife, Loretta. 
When it is 
Leap Year they celebrate on 
Feb. 29—in the years between, 
on Feb. 28. 
“I’ve taken a lot of kidding 
through the years over not 
having a real birthday each 
year,” he said at his home at 
110 Woodland Avenue. “Some 
other people born on Feb. 29 
have their celebrations March 
1. 
We believe in keeping it 


! in February.” 
As shown in the recorder's 
files, Robertson’s parents were 
Mr. and Mrs. William Robert­ 
son of Mill Valley. 
In 1908 
their home at 28 Locust Ave­ 
nue was the only house on a 
j five-acre plot. 
Robertson’s father then op­ 
erated Tamalpais Electric and 
Hardware Co. in Mill Valley, a 
firm he started after an earlier 
business was destroyed in San 
Francisco in the quake and fire 
of 1906. 
A year after being graduat­ 
ed 
f r o m 
Tamalpais 
High 
, School, Robertson began work- 


ing nights for the San Fran­ 
cisco Post Office and studying 
electronics at Heald’s College 
in the daytime. 
The country was gripped by 
economic depression when he 
finished studies at Heald’s in 
the early 1930s and he found it 
easier to continue in the post­ 
al service than hunt for work 
in electronics. 
Shortly 
after 
he was married in 1932 he was 
assigned a rural mail route 
near Dixon, where he served 
until 1938, when he was trans­ 
ferred to San Anselmo. In re­ 
cent years he had delivered 
mail 
to downtown 
San An- 


selmo. 
He retired last Nov. 30 after 
39 years service with the Post 
Office Department. 
This doesn't mean he’s idle. 
About 15 years ago he was li­ 
censed as a television repair­ 
man and has operated a busi­ 
ness on the side f r o m his 
home. This business he main­ 
tains on a limited scale, accept­ 
ing trade that isn’t too far 
from his home. 
Robertson had o n l y brief 
comments about one of the big 
hazards facing mail carriers— 
hostile dogs. 
He said one mailman can 


make a route difficult for all 
other postmen. 
“If a mail­ 
man uses a stick on a dog no 
other mailman is safe. The dog 
remembers the uniform and 
not the man in it.” 
Robertson had only one brief 
encounter in local politics— an 
appearance with another mail* 
man before the city council to 
ask for a leash law. 
Though San Anselmo later 
passed a leash law, it wasn’t 
due to Robertson’s efforts. “So 
many citizens protested when 
I made my one appearance that 
I backed out in a hurry,” said 
Robertson.

other officers of the San Ra­ 
fael Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce.

Illegal Vet’s 


Exemption 


Claim Alleged 


A criminal complaint charg­ 
ing that a veteran made illegal 
claim for tax exemption was 
being prepared today against 
a former Kentfield real estate 
man. 
This is the first such com­ 
plaint in Marin in about four 
years. 
Dist. Atty. Roger P. Garety 
and Asst. Dist. Atty Bruce B. 
Bales identified the accused as 
Edward D. Lederman, 58. who 
formerly lived at 16 Treetop 
Lane, Kentfield. His wife was 
granted an interlocutory de­ 
cree of divorce last June, and 
Lederman now lives in San 
Francisco. 
Lederman was scheduled to 
a p p e a r in Marin Municipal 
Court this afternoon to face a 
charge of perjury for alleged­ 
ly failing to report stocks, bank 
accounts and insurance poli­ 
cies which he owns. 
If these assets had been re­ 
ported as required by l a w, 
Lederman w o u l d not have 
been eligible for veteran's tax 
exemption, the district 
attor­ 
ney said. 
About four years ago, a Ma­ 
rin veteran was convicted of 
filing an illegal claim by fail­ 
ing to report property he own­ 
ed in San Francisco. 
The 1963 Grand Jury refer­ 
red several questionable tax 
exemption claims to the dis­ 
trict attorney late last year. 
“Investigations of these claims 
are continuing." said Garety. 
“Prosecution will be instituted 
w here there is evidence of any 
illegal claim.” 
P e n a l t y for perjury can 
range anywhere from proba­ 
tion to 14 years in state prison. 
The district attorney said he 
would a l s o seek reimburse­ 
ment for any back taxes due, 
in addition to the penalty for 
perjury.

A uniform, tough anti-smok­ 
ing policy for the three schools 
of Tamalpais High School Dis­ 
trict will be proposed to dis­ 
trict trustees at their meeting 
at 8 p.m. Monday in the dis­ 
trict office at Redwood High 
School. 
The policy, drawn by the dis­ 
trict’s administrative council, 
states, “The effects of smok­ 
ing on the health of the indi­ 
vidual, particularly the health 
of young people, are undoubt­ 
edly detrimental to the extent 
of being a major health haz­ 
ard ” 
Smoking on school ¡.rounds 
or at school functions is pro­ 
hibited. 
Also 
prohibited 
is 
possession of t o b a c c o on 
school grounds or at s c h o o l 
functions. 
Penalties range from confis­ 
cation of tobacco to suspension 
and expulsion for “continued 
infraction of this regulation.” 


, 
Similar penalties for smok­ 
ing on campus have been in ef­ 
fect on an indidvidual school 
basis. 
The rule against pos­ 
session of tobacco on campus 
i is new. 
At the same time the policy 
proposes 
an 
education 
pro­ 
gram of wider scope than the 
i state - required p r o g r a m of 
¡classroom instruction. 
This would include “supple­ 
mentary 
classroom 
projects, 
units, and instructions in a gen­ 
eral attempt by staff members 
to discourage use of tobacco. 
[ Cooperation 
of 
parents 
and 
¡community will also be solicit­ 
ed on a continuing basis.” 
It will be the duty of the 
three principals to enforce the 
policy and “the serious respon­ 
sibility of every professional 
staff member to enforce it,”

Is Proposed 


S A C R A M E N T () (J* -T h e 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
( ommittec today proposed re­ 
peal of the law guaranteeing 
$125 per student in state aid 
each year to every school dii* 
trit*t, whether rich or poor. 
Sen. George Miller Jr., (D- 
Martinez) complained that one 
California district has only $100 
of assessed wealth behind each 
student while eac h youngster in 
another district has $650,000 in 
assessed valuation behind him. 
Yet each, he said, receives 
state* basic aid. Of this, $120 per 
student is guaranteed by the 
constitution and another $5 by 
state law. 
Without the need to guaran­ 
tee this basic aid, said Miller, 
$20 million now going to weal­ 
thy districts which don’t need 
state help would be freed “ to 
raise the level of education in 
genuinely poor districts which 
have a critical need for more 
state support.” 
Under the present law, some 
state aid goes to equalize the 
economic difference between 
rich and 
poor d is tric ts -b u t

Fake Papers For Killing Poles 
FRANKFURT, Germany (UPIi — Officials at the 
Nazis' Auschwitz death camp preferred to kill Jews 
rather than non-Jewish Poles because the bookkeeping 
was simple, an expert witness told a war crimes trial 
here today. 
Prof. Martin Broszat. a Munich scholar whose 
specialty is Adolf Hitler's third reich. quoted an Aus- 
schwitz official as saying that unlike Jews, “the Poles 
have to die ‘a natural death' in Auschwitz.” 
Jews could be gassed bv the thousands with no paper­ 
work. but each Pole killed required a faked death certif­ 
icate saying he died of “ natural causes,*’ Broszat said.

WASHINGTON 0JPD—John Q. 
Public telephones an airline to 
ask if Flight 200 will be leav­ 
ing on time. 
The airline says positively. 
John Q. gets to the airport 
about 40 minutes later and 
finds the flight has been de­ 
layed an hour. 
Mary J, Public telephones an 
airline to find out if Flight 300 
is arriving on time because she 
wants to meet her husband. 
“Three hundred will be 40 
minutes late.” she’s told. 
So Mary drives leisurely to 
the airport, arrives there in 
plenty of time and finds an 
irate husband demanding to 
know why wives can’t be as 
punctual as airplanes. 
This, in a nutshell, is known 
as the flight information prob­ 
lem. 
It 
may be the major 
source of complaints by the 
public about airline operations. 
The 
airlines 
freely 
admit 
they goof. They also firmly be­ 
lieve they're trying hard to im­ 
prove and—contrary to what an 
occasional John or Mary Public 
may 
think ■— impressive

provements have been made 
in delivering rapid and accu­ 
rate flight information. 
It is hard to persuade angry 
air travelers of one basic fact: 
The modern airliner flics too 
fast for a communications sys­ 
tem to keep up with it. Anoth­ 
er is that in the time it takes 
a customer to reach the air­ 
port. a lot of things can hap­ 
pen to delay a flight. 
Take one airline as an ex­ 
ample— United, which is the 
nation's biggest. Sixty-seven 
per cent of its flight seg­ 
ments do not exceed 99 min­ 
utes flying time.

Kent O. Seymour dissenting. 
Before offering her motion 
trustee Mrs. Elizabeth M. Dee- 
dy complained as she has many 
times past of lengthy meetings. 
She urged that one meeting 
each month be on architectural 
matters and another be devoted 
to reports. 
The board voted 
not to meet March 26. April 2, 
April 23 and June 18, 
“ Study sessions (in which 
the board has considered arch­ 
itectural matters) are a waste 
of time.” said Mrs. Deedy. “ We 
can't keep our minds from 
reaching toward decisions and 
conclusions—and in my way of 
thinking this is not according 
to Hoyle.” 
Mrs. Deedy made her com­ 
plaint after the board had dis­ 
cussed architectural changes 
for an hour with architect Cor­ 
win Booth of the architectural- 
engineering firm of Falk and 
Booth. 
The board voted to approve 
change orders that will add

“ Is it any wonder that al­ 
most every week we have our 
information bureaus burned, 
embassies stoned, and our flag 
torn down?” he demanded at a 
luncheon 
meeting sponsored 
by

Republican 
Women’s Club Federated at 
Tomahawk Lodge north of No­ 
vato. 
Almost 150 county Republi­ 
cans and Novato civic leaders 
attended the gathering. Mrs. 
Joseph Loeffler, president of 
the women’s club, presided. 
Knowland, former U.S. Sen­ 
ate leader, declared he feels 
confident that Senator Cold- 
water, the Arizona conserva­ 
tive, would lead the United 
States to “ peace with honor” 
in the “ tradition of Teddy 
Roosevelt.” 
Knowland promised to bring 
Goldwater into Marin County 
for a personal appearance “ at 
least once and maybe twice” 
between March and May. 
The speaker warned against 
a bitter rift in the Republican 
ranks, pointing out that “ we 
can build up our candidates 
without tearing down the oth­ 
er candidates.” He said he 
would back Goldwater at the 
Republican national convention 
in San Francisco.

Knowland hit hardest at the 
administration’s foreign policy. 
When missiles appeared in 
Cuba, President John F. Ken­ 
nedy “ appeared to be acting 
like Teddy Roosevelt.” But af­ 
ter the subsequent agreement 
for ground inspection to see 
if missiles had been hidden 
underground, “ we b a c k e d 
down.” Knowland charged. 
In the negotiation for re­ 
lease of prisoners after the 
Bay of Pigs invasion, “the 
president and the administra­ 
tion openly paid extortion mon. 
ey to Mr. Castro.” 
After 
the 
Panama 
Canal 
Zone incident, in which several 
Americans were killed. Know-1 
land said the U.S. government 
should have issued this clear- 
cut message: 


The U.S. will not abrogate 


the 
1903 treaty, will not 


withdraw or turn the opera­ 
tion of the canal over to 
Panama or the United Na­ 
tions, and “ never again pay i 


ransom or extortion money 
or surrender one inch of 
territory where we have a 
legal or moral right to be.” 


“ But such a message was 
never sent.” Knowland said, j 
“ I do not think this nation can 
stand four more years of the 
New Frontier!”

'One-to-One' 


Eggs Warning 


From County 


“ One-to-one” eggs are not 
suitable for persons on low-fat 
or low-cholesterol diets, the Ma­ 
rin County Health Department 
warned today. 
In its monthly bulletin, the 
department reported receipt of 
inquiries about the “one-to- 
one” eggs, a Nulaid product re­ 
cently placed on the market. 
The term “one-to-one” refers to 
the ratio of saturated to poly­ 
unsaturated fat in the egg. 
“ One-to-one” eggs, according 
to the health department, have 
an additional gram of poly-un­ 
saturated fat brought about by j 
feeding the hens that lay them 
a special diet. 


“ The advertising campaign 
leads one to believe these eggs 
would be permitted on a diet 
regime where ordinary eggs 
are not allowed. This is not the 
case.” says the bulletin. “These 
eggs are not lower in choles­ 
terol.” 
The department quotes a 
University of California report 
that “ no clinical studies of any 
; kind have appeared to show 
that the consumption of such 
eggs would have any effect 
whatsoever on serum cholester­ 
ol or, more importantly, on 
heart disease.”

retirement funds. If you are 
| over 65. retirement includes 
the above plus dividends, inter­ 
est and gross rents, if these are 
included in your taxable in­ 
come. 
To be eligible for the retire­ 
ment income credit, you must 
have earned at least $600 in 
each of any ten years of your 
life.

Rifle-Toting 'Civilian 
Peril To U.S.. Mosk 


; Pacifist To Be 
Guest Of KTIM 
Pacifist Norman Whitney, a 
m em ber of the Religious Soci­ 
ety of Friends, will be a guest 
with Bill Thompson on Radio 
KTIM Monday at 11 a.m. 
W hitney, lecturer and w riter 
on the quest for peace, will tell 
of the responses he gives to 
people who think pacifism is 
either 
surrender 
or 
useless. 
He’ll also discuss the cold war, 
and “ peace education.” 
W hitney is on a speaking 
tour of N orthern California un ­ 
der auspices of the American 
Friends Service Committee. 


LOS 
ANGELES 
OPU-Atty. 
Gen Stanley Mosk has taken on 
an almost phantom enemy. He 
discribes it as a rifle-toting 
“civilian arm y” variously esti­ 
mated at 3.000 to 50.000. He 
calls it “a menace to our wav 
of life.” 


Mosk says he is not sure who 
the real leaders are or where 
they have their headquarters, if 
any. but he has begun a cam­ 
paign which he hopes will lead 
to legislation at the next gener­ 
al session of the Legislature to 
outlaw their activities. 


Twenty-three other states 
have laws against para-mili- 
tary groups such as the Min- 
utemen or the Rangers,” he 
said in an interview. “ We 
need laws, too, requiring of­ 
ficial permission for gather­ 
ings of men bearing arms. 


“I have nothing against legit­ 
imate 
gun 
clubs 
and 
drill 
teams, but there is a serious 
potential 
danger 
in 
groups 
that train unqualified people 
in the use of 
machine guns, 
m ortars and Molotov cocktails.” 
So far. Mosk said, the groups 
are only loosely organized “ and 


i they have no intelligent leader­ 
ship.” 
“But if a really clever, vic­ 
ious leader came along,” lie 
continued, “they could become 
dangerous.” 
Mosk said his records of the 
meetings and m embership of 
Minutemen and Rangers were 
incomplete— "th ey’re 
an 
elu­ 
sive group to pin dow n”— but 
| he says he has enough informa- 
! tion to regard them as a serious 
threat to the American wav of 
life. 


“They’ve gone sour on our 
form 
of 
government,” 
he 
said. “They claim we are 
soft and that only they know 
how to fight communism— in 
the streets. 


“Some of them may be just 
nuts, but remember: People 
laughed, 
too, 
at 
a 
goose- 
stepping little paperhanger 
in Germany named Hitler.” 


Mosk said his agents had 
observed 
people 
who 
called 
themselves Minutemen solicit­ 
ing funds and m emberships at 
Birch Society meetings, but he 
gave no dates or places. 
“They use this aproach.” he

said. “They appeal to Rirchers 
who want to do more than de­ 
bate. They say, “if you want 
action, if you want more than 
just talk, come to us.” 
During recent months Mosk 
has 
made 
several 
speeches 
against 
groups 
which 
claim 
they train m embers for quer- 
rilla w arfare and survival in 
event of invasion. 
Last Jan. 6. at a civic club 
luncheon 
in Anaheim. Mosk 
said he had established in the 
I^os Angeles office of the state 
Bureau of Criminal Identifica­ 
tion and Investigation a clear­ 
ing house for information on 
M inulemen and other groups. 
Mosk said that “some aspects 
of the Minutemen have caused 
them to be considered much 
more ridiculous than danger­ 
ous.” 
“When some San Diego 
leaders of the group were 
arrested for their failure to 
register as sex offenders." he 
said, “the current joke was 
that the Minutemen evident­ 
ly intended to hit the com­ 
munists with their powder 
puffs.” 


Mosk also cited a press con­ 


ference held in Los Angeles bvi 
Robert DePugh. 40. Norborne. 
Mo., who ho said was the self- 
styled national leader of Min­ 
utemen. 
“ He displayed a plastic tent 
which resem bled a dry cleaning 
bag.” Mosk said in the Anaheim 
speech. “ He 
announced 
that 
this was the official M inutemen , 
portable 
fall-out 
shelter and 
posed inside the bag for r e ­ 
porters. His posing was cut: 
short since he couldn’t breathe 
inside the shelter.” 


Mosk said that last October 
a man arrested in South Gate, 
for illegal possession of a ma-1 
chine gun had a m em bership! 
card m the California Rangers, i 
A San Diego M inuteman re ­ 
cently fired 10 bullets into a 
girl’s car. Mosk said, because 
he thought she was trying to 
steal his jeep. She w asn’t, Mosk 
said. H er bum per had locked 
with the jeep. 
Incidents like the.se. Mosk 
said, “ are symptomatic of a 
genuine danger." 


Existence of groups which 
desire to gather arsenals of 
illegal weapons, Mosk says, 


could also have an effect la 
future racial demonstrations. 
“ As 
long 
as 
such 
groups 
exist,” he told a m eeting of 
peace officers in Torrance last 
September, “The possibility ex­ 
ists of a clash betw een m ilitant 
groups from opposite sides of 
the civil rights controversy.”

'Say It Isn't So' What 
Democrats Did To Engle 


HOLDING THE BAG 


The last act of the Clair Engle drama 
has yet to be written. 
But none could be sadder than that 
played over last weekend at the Cali­ 
fornia Democratic Council convention 
in Long Beach. 
A great Californian who has devoted 
all of his adult lifetime and energies 
to serving the people of our state made 
his dramatic appeal by telephone from 
Washington to the assemblage of dele­ 
gates, asking their support of his candi­ 
dacy for reelection to the United States 
senate. 
The 
assembled 
delegates 
turned 
their backs on their former hero. 
What could be more tragic? 
Amid declarations that no one would 
vote against Clair Engle or stand for 
election against him were he able to 
campaign for the office and serve if 
elected, the delegates gave their po­ 
litical blessings to others, but not to 
Clair Engle. 
We cannot believe that all the par­ 
ticipants in this night-marish drama 
were motivated solely by political ex­ 
pediency. 
We cannot accept the idea that they 
all were so lacking in humane concern 


for Senator Engle that they ‘‘ditched” 
him when his inability to carry the elec­ 
tion for the Democratic party became 
a gnawing suspicion by many and an 
accepted fact by some. 
We believe there were some who 
honestly felt that 18,000,000 Califor­ 
nians need a representative in the high­ 
est legislative hall of the land whose 
ability to function effectively is beyond 
question. 
But the words of our lieutenant gov­ 
ernor, Glenn Anderson, rings in our 
ears to haunt us, nevertheless. 
Engle has been the victim, said An­ 
derson, of “self seekers, curbstone diag­ 
nosticians and parlor surgeons . . . 
There have been whispers about his 
sickness and his capacity to serve.” 
We find ourselves holding consider­ 
able in common with the young base­ 
ball fan who uttered those immortal 
words at the time of the Chicago base­ 
ball scandal disclosures: “Say it isn’t 
so, Joe.” 
We just keep telling ourselves, “Say 
it isn’t so” that Senator Engle’s former 
friends turned their backs on him when 
it appeared that he might not be able 
to win the next election for the party.

County Demos Behind Cranston, 
Jubilant Over Convention Outcome

MARIN DEMOCRATS who backed

Unification Would 


End Local Control 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


Would unification of school 
districts really save money? 
Some administrators who ad­ 
vocate unification have said. 
“It will be more costly but 
more efficient.” 
What they 
probably mean Is that it will 


be more costly to the tax­ 
payer and more desirable for 
the bureaucrats. 
Actually, unification is not 
progress but a move back to 
the 
early 20s and 
before. 
When J. B. Davidson was Ma­ 
rin County superintendent of 
schools, each district had its 
school and each school its 
principal. 
Mr. Davidson, as 
county superintendent, visit­ 
ed all county schools regu­ 
larly, and it was not uncom­ 
mon for him to visit a class­ 
room 
several times 
during 
the school year. 
With the 
number of schools in Marin 
County now, this would be 
an impossibility. As the pop­ 
ulation grew, the number of 
schools increased, and school 
administrators became more 
important to themselves, so 
that each district, whether it 
had one or more schools, had 
to have a superintendent as 
well as a principal. 
Some­ 
times both jobs were held by 
the same person but, natural­ 
ly, a higher title warrants a 
higher salary, and the cost of 
education started its climb 
to the stars with the addition 
of all these superintendent 
specialists in finance, curricu­ 
lum, building, etc., for as the 
number of pupils and schools 
in the district increased, the 
more help the superintendent 
needed to release him for his 
job as public relations man 
for his kingdom. A large dis­ 
trict 
of, 
say, 
three 
high 
schools requires such an im­ 
portant position as chief cus­ 
todian or, in administrative 
vernacular, superintendent of 
janitorial services, at a salary 
of over $10,000 a year. 
A few years ago, we had 
the 
Confederated 
District, 
composed of the three au­ 
tonomous school districts of 
Kentfield, San Anselmo and 
Fairfax. Each district had its 
own board with one superin­ 
tendent and staff including

“Where 1 live, the roads are 
winding and so crooked that it 
just isn’t safe to drive more 
than 60 miles an hour.” 


SAIGON — From Buddhist 
suicides 
to 
bombings 
of 
Americans in movie theaters 
and softball parks, most head­ 
lines from Saigon tell how 
badly 
things are going in 
South 
Vietnam’s 
struggle 
against the Communists. 
But all is not going well in 
Hanoi, the capital of North 
Vietnam, where Ho Chi Minh 
and the Viet Cong are in 
mounting trouble. 
Ho Chi Minh’s crises are: 
not enough food, not enough 
industry, and too much Sino- 
Soviet feuding. 
The reason the bad news 
from North Vietnam rarely 
gets published is Communist 
censorship. 
Only when the 
Viet Cong regime has to ex­ 
plain and defend what’s hap­ 
pening to its own people do 
the facts begin to come into 
the open. 


I CAN report at least some 
of the truth about these diffi­ 
culties because I have talked 
with several knowledgeable 
people who have recently vis* 
isted Hanoi and with others 
who have access to informa­ 
tion. 
Ho 
Chi 
Minh’s 
biggest 
headache is political. Reluc­ 
tantly and with evident mis­ 
givings about what lies ahead, 
he has had to choose between 
the 
two Communist 
power 
centers and he came down 
on the side of Peking, which 
he fears, and against Mos­ 
cow, whose economic aid he 
covets. 
He found he couldn't please 
both. 
He tried. For six months 
he undertook the most deli­ 
cate tight-wire balancing act 
between Peking and Moscow 
and fell off. He tried walk­ 
ing opposite directions at the 
same time in an effort to fit 
snugly half on the side of the 
Soviet Union and half on the 
side of Red China. He was 
pro-Peking 
and 
anti-Soviet 
during Red China’s attack on 
India. He was pro-Soviet and 


anti-Peking during the mis­ 
sile crisis in Cuba. 


AND THEN came the test 
ban treaty in favor of which 
the Soviets sought to rally 
the whole Communist world. 
Here Ho Chi Minh had to say 
yes or no and in the end he 
plumped for Red China’s op­ 
position. He had to placate 
the Chinese Communists at 
the risk of losing prospects 
of Soviet aid. 
Though Ho Chi Minh fears 
the overpowering nearness of 
Red China, his need to cap* 
ture the rich food resources 
of South Vietnam is too great 
to allow the Viet Cong the 
luxury of following the So­ 
viet line of spreading com­ 
munism by waiting to pro­ 
duce a better product. 
He 
has therefore aligned him­ 
self decisively with Mao Tse- 
tung and with the policy that 
communism must be imposed 
on South Vietnam by war 
and insurrection as rapidly 
as possible. 


THE LONG projected am­ 
bitious Thai - Nguyen indus­ 
trial complex for the produc­ 
tion of iron and steel, which 
Peking has been helping to 
build, 
finds 
its completion 
date 
moving 
farther 
and 
farther into the future. 
It 
was to be in full production 
by 1965. Now the projected 
capacity has been officially 
cut in half and even that 
seems improbable to attain 
by the target date. 
North Vietnam is also suf­ 
fering 
from 
chronic 
food 
shortage— as are all Commu­ 
nist countries. It has never 
been able to grow enough 
rice to sustain its population. 
It has always needed to draw 
on the resources of South 
Vietnam. Recently it has suf­ 
fered prolonged drought, and 
typhoons damaged crops dur­ 
ing the harvesting. 
It has 
little hard currency to buy 
from 
Australia 
and 
else­ 
where. To date there is only 
peripheral starvation, but the 
problem remains acute.

sion investigating President 
John F. Kennedy's assassina­ 
tion is whether Lee Harvey 
Oswald was a double agent. 


On this enigma, the prob­ 
ers 
have 
conflicting 
testi­ 
mony. 


Both U. S. and Russian au­ 
thorities have denied Oswald 
was in their employ. But the 
commission has information 
from intelligence and secu­ 
rity agencies of the two coun­ 
tries that they were “in con­ 
tact” with Oswald on various 
occasions in the four years 
prior to the Kennedy slaying. 


FOLLOWING 
are 
high- 
lights 
of unpublished 
evi­ 
dence 
in the hands of the 
special investigators: 


The Oswald file the Soviet 
turned over to the State De­ 
partment reveals that Rus- 
sian intelligence and security 
agents contacted 
Oswald 
a 
number 
of

between 
1959 and 1962— when he was 
living 
in the Soviet as 
an 
avowed “defector.” 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver, in an “affidavit,” dis­ 
closes that his agents made 
“three contacts” with Oswald 
after he returned to the U. S. 
All of them. Hoover explains, 
were wholly investigative. At 
no time was Oswald in the

Former Central Intelligence

John McCone, present 
head of CIA, has said the 
same thing. 


STATE DEPARTMENT rec- 
ords show that Oswald had 
several 
m eetings 
with 
the 
CIA 
representative 
in 
the 
U. S. 
embassy 
in 
Moscow. 
During this period Oswald 
was seeking to renounce his 
citizenship. 
One 
State 
De­ 
partment cable, No. 234, dat- 
od Nov. 2, 1959, reports that 
Oswald was interviewed by 
the CIA and other embassy 
officials. 


Mrs. 
Marina 
Oswald. 23- 
year-old 
widow 
of Oswald, 
told the commission that So­ 
viet security agents contacted 
her husband a 
number of 
tim es while they were living 
in Russia. 
She emphatically 
denied that she or Oswald 
had been KGB (secret police) 
agents or were “associated” 
with that organization. Mrs. 
Oswald confirmed that her 
uncle is a Soviet “military 
colonel,” and that she and 
Oswald resided near him in 
Minsk. 


MYSTERIES being explor­ 
ed 
by the commission 
in­ 
clude: 


Where Oswald obtained an 
apparently 
steady 
flow 
of 
money, amounting to several 
hundred dollars, during his 
frequent 
periods of 
unem­ 
ployment. 


How Oswald was able to 
obtain a passport in New Or­ 
leans to go to Russia despite 
the fact that the State De­ 
partment had a file detailing 
his 
“defection" 
in 
Moscow 
and four years’ residence in 
the Soviet. 


Yuri 
Nossenko, 
the 
im­ 
portant Soviet security offi­ 
cial who recently defected to 
the U .S., may be questioned 
by the commission. 


As a key member of the 
American

KGB, 
Nossenko would have had ac­ 
cess to files on Oswald.

‘Responsible Relatives' O ff Hook? 


— Court Ruling Worries County 


THE STATE Supreme Court 
filed a decision at the end of 
last month which has county 
officials tearing their hair. 
According to County Counsel 
Douglas J. Maloney, the unan­ 
imous ruling may overthrow 
20 or more years of law and 
wipe out all chances of col­ 
lecting money from “ respon­ 
sible relatives.” 
What the court said, in es­ 
sence, was that a woman did 
not have to pay the State of 
California for the cost of 
keeping her mother in Ag­ 
news State Hospital, because 
forcing her to pay would be 
discriminatory taxation. 
A responsible relative Is 
one which, according to the 
law, is responsible for debts 
to the state, or to a county, 
for services rendered, such as 
hospital care, or welfare re­ 
lief. 


I\ MANY PROGRAMS sup 
ported by the state, the mini­ 
mum salary a 
responsible 
relative must make before he 
must help support a welfare 
recipient, for instance, is so 
high 
that 
few 
persons 
qualify. 
But 
many 
other county 
programs now depend heav­ 
ily for at least partial budg­ 
etary support from relatives. 
The supreme court ruling ap­ 
plied specifically to programs 
carried out directly by the 
state, but a county is, offi­ 
cially, a unit of state govern­ 
ment. 
The county welfare pro­ 
gram might not be hit too 
hard, because the law re­ 
cently has wiped most re­ 
sponsible relatives off the 
books. But the medical de­ 
partment is a different story. 


THIS DEPARTMENT sup­ 
plied medical care to persons 
who are "medically indigent.” 
Many of these persons earn 
money or have relatives with 
good 
salaries, 
but 
merely 
cannot afford to meet a ma­ 
jor medical disaster in the 
family. 
Usually hit by this program 
will be children, asked to 
support a parent not yet 65, 
who does not qualify for med­ 
ical aid to the aged. 


But the costs could be even 
more far-reaching. 
Parents 
who can afford it, for in­ 
stance, are asked to pay for 
the room and board of chil­ 
dren in juvenile hall. This 
program could be seriously 
hampered, although the chil­ 
dren. of course, could not be 
expected to pay their own 
bills. 
The Department of Mental 
Hygiene, which has asked for 
a review by the court, may 
face an additional 10-million- 
dollar cost per year at the 
state 
administrative 
level 
alone because of the ruling. 
The effect of this loss of 
money will be felt at the local 
level in funding for the Short- 
Dovle 
Mental 
Health 
Pro­ 
gram. 


THE STATE, joined by the 
County Supervisors’ Assn., is 
pleading with the court to 
change its mind. Meanwhile, 
county officials are carefully 
recounting budget estimates 
to try to learn what impact 
can be expected in Marin 
County. 
The 
medical 
department 
budget for the 1963-64 fiscal 
year calls for about $15.000 
income for medical fees and 
$30.000 income for hospital 
care contracts. Some of this 
money has been coming from 
the patients themselves, as 
they get back on their feet 
and go back to work. 
But much of the money has 
come 
from 
relatives, 
who 
now may never again have 
to pay. 
The 
welfare 
department 
expects to pick up about 
$10,000 this fiscal year on 
the general relief program, 
essentially in the same situa­ 
tion now. 
The impact, however, may, 
be more serious than these 
figures 
indicate, 
because 
many debts now are carried 
on the county's books for 
several years, paid in small 
amounts each month. 
So payments for services 
rendered this year may be 
collected several years hence, j 
Thus, collections this year 
are only the top of the ice­ 
berg.

Bridge Inventor Is Needed 
For Those Talkative Players 


Some day an inventor will 
make a million dollars by de­ 
vising a way to keep his part­ 
ner quiet.

East could see that the de­ 
fense could get one heart, one 
diamond and one club, lie 
needed a trump trick to defeat 
the contract, but he wasn’t 
going to get a trump trick by 
normal defense.

10 of spades whenever dummy j 
led the deuce of spades. South 
would try a finesse with the 
queen, winning the trick. 
The trump position would 
then be quite clear; South 
would cash the ace of spades 
to capture the king, and dum­ 
my's jack would then draw 
West's last trump. 


DECEPTIVE PLAY 
East cooked up a deceptive 
play to get a trump trick. 
When declarer led the deuce 
of spades from dummy East 
played the king instead of the 
ten of spades. 
If South believed that the 
king of spades was a singleton, 
he would credit West with 
four spades headed by the 10. 
After winning with the ace | 
of spades he would have to 
lead a low spade to finesse 
with dummy’s nine — where­ 
upon East would triumphantly 
produce the ten of spades. 


FINE IDEA 
It was a fine idea and de­ 
served a better fate, but when

spades West groaned despair­ 
ingly and threw his cards face 
up on the table in token of 
surrender.

Koufax Threatens To Quit Over Pay Dispute

Baseball writer Bob Hunter

Koufax and Dodger General 
Manager E. J. “Buzzie” Bavasi 
have had a series of contract 
talks but are not close to agree­ 
ment. Koufax won’t be on the 
Dodger plane tomorrow when it 
leaves for spring training at 
Vero Beach, Fla. And Bavasi 
is staying behind to deal with 


him. 
“I can better get this worked 
out, if it’s possible, right here, 
rather than in Florida.” he said. 
Koufax, whose outside deals 
are handled by a business man­ 
agement firm, said he has a 
business offer that would give 
him a guaranteed income for 
20 years. 
‘‘I don't want to quit base­ 


ball,” he said. ‘‘But if I can in­ 
sure myself an annual income 
for 20 years I'd be foolish not 
to make the change from a busi­ 
ness that wants to pay me less 
than I want lor just one year. 


“I would have to consider 
that action, as drastic as it may 
be, very seriously.” 


Bavasi, who said he has the

O’Malley, said: ‘‘If Koufax in­

SAN FRANCISCO (£)—Two plans— one cheap­ 
er but less effective than the other— have been pro­ 
posed by city engineers to cut down winds at Can­ 
dlestick Park, home of the San Francisco Giants. 
In a report to the Recreation and Park Com­ 
mission yesterday, engineers said the unpredict­ 
able breezes that flit around the park are caused 
mainly by the topography of Bayview Hill located 
just behind Candlestick. 
One possible solution, at a cost of about 2.7- 
million dollars, would involve gouging a slot through 
the hill to the level of Jamestown Avenue, a street 
that runs next to the ball park.

One lives in 
the northern Gulf of Califor­ 
nia; the other between Morro 
Bay and San Juamco Bay, Baja. I

FAMILY MEMBERS SHARE DUTIES OF THE HOME

Large families once were 
common in this country, but

ily of seven children all un­ 
der the age of 10 years? 


Mr. and Mrs. John Fraser 
of Novato have such a family 
and are rearing their chil­ 
dren, Michel, 9, the triplets 
Kerri, Kent and Kirk, age 7, 
April 5, John Michael 4, and 
Stacey 3, with “old fashioned 
ideas” 


Mrs. Fraser admitted that 
at one time she was quite 
lenient, but has learned from 
her husband to use a firm 
hand with the children. 


The Frasers, who hope to 
move into a four bedroom, 
two bath home this spring 
are at present living in a 
three 
bedroom, 
one 
bath 
home. 


This in itself presents a 
problem in the early morning 
hours when five of the chil­ 
dren must be off to school. 


THE YOt NGSTERS HAVE 
all been taught with the ex­
